In claim 27, line 3, the new issue is "lanninated". 

Applicant argues that a siioxane modified polyamideimide does not have any imide component. In response, the modifed 
polyamideimide does contain an imide group. TakeuchI discloses at col. 5, lines 29-40 forming the resin by reacting a diamine (A) and a 
siioxane diamine (B) with trimeilitic andydride (C). The imide groups are present in formula 1 and formula 2 (col.5, tines 45-50 and col. 6, 
lines 20-30), and in the final siioxane modifed polyamideimide, Saunders is newly cited to explain imide groups in polyimides. Note also 
that the degree to which siioxane is introduced comprises a large range (col. 7, lines 17-20). 
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
